¡liattletihlii Maine, aud i/aid ita tribute 
to tho iü©t*ood wlro sv oic isacriflced on 
•the altair of ijatrloLiöHi, dii years ago 
<^Vlth a wealth oi seniiment, the bo­ 
dies of s^ixty-aeven unindentlfled ilcad 
resurrected from tac harbor of Ha- 
jvana were consigned by a reverent 
republic to tlie fcucred «oil of Arling- 
tiott National cemetery to bo min'gled 
•with the dust of the country’s hal- 
Hcwcd dead. 
President T aft and üiia 
cabinet, both houses of congress and 
alt the other officials of the eovern- 
ment set aside the day and did ihom- 
ag« to the dead. 


•I3eforo the servkcs a t the ■grave, a 
£olotUu aervlee wais held on the south 
front of the state, 
war and navy 
building. 
This was ¡attended by the 
(president and \>y other officials and 
members of congress. 


One by one the arm y «gun canons 
'hearing tihe hones of the dead, In 
tliilrty-four casäketb% rolled up to the 
il>lot in the cenietery and the presi­ 
dent and every one in his party aud 
th© great crowd uncovered. 


From' across >Jli© open ehasm.s of 
upturned earth came the dirges from 
the marine band. 
A Held of flowers 
•upon the new’ turned fod told of the 
iicvorenco in wlilcli die dead were 
axeid. 


3litiiy TliiiHiged .StreetH. 


ITiousands thronged the .‘itrects of 
th e national capltol when tho funeral 
cortege made Its Kolonin way tbrou.gh 
ilie st'rectB. 
They uncovered their 
Sieads when the coffins c*amc and so 
remained until the processions 
had 
jiassed. 
An enormous 
throng had 
'gathered at the south front of the 
istatc,- war and navy building w'nen 
the processloii reached there. 
The 
coffins trad )>cen removed from the 
Bcout cruiser .liirmlughani at the na- 
\y yä'rd a t noon amid much ccromo- 
iiy. 'Through crowd 
lined 
streets 
they .»wer© egcofted to the s i«»e of 
the first ceremonial, ilushed silence 
ji^ld Us tribute ihougliout the prog7 
ress Of two miles. 


President Taft occupied a diair in 
the cejiter of the esplanade, on his 
sTigUt the Cuban minister sat through­ 
out th© sen ’ices, an interested audi­ 
tor. , On hlB left was Hear Admiral 
Charles D. Sigsbee, who was captain 
of tlie old .Maine, and Rear Admiral 
, Richiard Wainwright, who was ex­ 
ecutive officer of the 111 fated .%hlp. 
Bothi bowed their heads when Father 
■Chadwick, chaplain of the old Maine, 
recounted the scenes that 
attend 
the destruction of the vessel.

were wet wdien he begjui.

luncheon and a dinner, shook hands 
steadily for four hours in the after­ 
noon, attended a 
conference 
of 
iMaine politicians and to ni(ght spoke 
for an hour l>efore a crowd which 
lilled tho armory auditorium. 
Col. 
lioosevelt repeated 
tho 
statement 
which he made in his 
New 
York 
speech on Wedneisday 
night 
that 
President Taff had declared In fa­ 
vor of a.governm ent “by a repre­ 
sentative part of the people.” 


"In its actual working, “ he said, 
“the president’s scheme would bo a 
government of the people for people 
by the bosses.” 


The collapse of the speaker's plat­ 
form in the auditorium created some 
excitement, although Col. Roosevelt 
was uninjured, the platform, whlcEr 
was elevated about three feet from 
the lloor was occupied by about 
thtrty persons. 
As Col. Roosevelt 
ascended it on entering the hall it 
gave way with a crash. 
Tho middle 
portion sank to the floor. 


Col. Roosevelt stepped quickly to 
the front oi the structu;-e, which did 
not give way and waved his hand 
at the crowd to show that he waa 
uninjured.

A dispatch from Torreon over the 
censored wires purported lo conllrin 
the route of the rebels, ihougii their 
number was estimateil at from 200 
to 300 instead of 18(50 as stated In 
government advices. 
According to 
this account of the battle the rebels 
attacked a rej)alr train commanded 
by Lieut. Col. Madero. 
A battalion 
of infantry aud a company of sap- 
perH came to the rescue and stood 
olT the rebels for an hour until rein­ 
forcements fronj the 
command 
of 
General Tellez arrived. 


The rebels were said to have stub­ 
bornly resisted the aggressive movo- 
intMil.s of Ihe combined forces for 
two hours and then fled northward, 
leaving 18 detid on the Held and 
a 
number of wouiuled. 
l-'rom one of, 
the prisoners it 
was learned tlutt 
General (Orozco was at Santa Ren- 
sela with 1400 men. 
He had 
two 
machine guuH. 
The rebel forces en­ 
gaged in the liat'le was commanded 
by Jo.'e Inez Salazar.

visiting delegations of special guests. 


"The htillding covers an area

the amphitheater proper, while the 
colonnade itself has an nrm of about 
8,000 square feet.” 


P'or years old soldiers have urged 
the construction of a memorial amphi­ 
theater in the .Vatlonal cemetery at 
Arlington. 
'Fhere has been opposition 
to the plan in soinu places, opposi­ 
tion that has not been based oti con­ 
sideration of the cost of the struc­ 
ture, but atdely on the thought that 
buildings, even "nobl«* marble" amphi­ 
theaters, o|>en to th« sky have no 
place In parks or in cemeteries. 


There ban been no op«n objection 
in congress, hut several sessions have 
be<*n allowed to go by without action.
